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Council reverses 
stand on abolition 
of 65% minimum

last week's narrow vote to 
recommend abolition of the 65 
per cent academic minimum 
for major campus posts was 
reversed last night by the Stu- 
dents' Executive Council. 

A 7-0 vote paralleled (he nr:it 
vote on the issue, last week, when 
snvcn Council members narrowly 
edged the measure past a six-man 

oppcsitlon. 

A second vote last iiiKlit — 
passed 11-2 — rcconinieiuled set- 
ting the inlninium five per cent 
at)ove the p.'\ssini; average in the 
applicant's faculty or school. 

If the recommendation is ac- 
cepted by the Constitution Itcvi- 
sion Committee and subsequently 
by the Campus at large in a re- 
ferendum, it will affect only stu- 
dents in the Faculty of Arts and 
Science. Students in all other fa- 
culties except Graduate Studies 
and nescarch will be required to

H. Sonny Gordon, Chairman of tho 
New Union Committee, said last night 
that the New Union would definitely 
bo ready for general occupancy by 
September. Ha hopes the Union staff 
will be settled there by that time. 

Addressing a meeting of the Stu* 
dents' Executive Council, Gordon also 
outlined the management breakdown 
for the University Centre, as the New 
Union will be known. 

The business operations of ihs 
Union will be controlled by a seven- 
man committee consisting of the fol- 
lowing people : 

1) a member of the 'University 
Senate as Committee Chairman; 

2) the Comptroller of the Unlver* 
sity;

the Business Manager of the 
University Residence and Dining 
Halls; 

a member of the Graduates' 
Society, to be chosen by the 
SEC, 

the President of the Students' 
Society; 

the President of the Students' 

Union;. and 

the Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Students' Society. 
The SEC will be responsible for 
the financial problems of the Centre 
and will appoint a Building Manager 
who will be in consultation with the 
committee. 

Gordon said that a capital budget 
for the Union will be ready before 
the end of tho academic year and that

the SEC should be prepared to assume 
financial responsibility by May 1. 

He added that tho funds granted 
by the University will not be sufficient 
and that the SEC would have to pay 
for some of the utilities. 

With regard to the furnishings of 
the building, Gordon slated that tend- 

)ers will be sent out In a few days, 
and none of the equipment from the 
Old Union would be transferred to 
the new building. 

Caterers for the grillroom and tha 
downstairs coffee bar have been ask- 
ed to submit tenders to the New Union 
Committee, and a contract will be 

. awarded to one of them sometime in 
FebriJary. 

The telephone complex will be 
controlled by a central switchboard. 



with eight lines coming into the build- 
ing. Four of these lines will be discon- 
nected during the summer months, 
thus effecting a saving of eight hun- 
dred dollars a year. There will also be 
an intercom system between some of 
the various offices to facilitate inter- 
nal communication. 

The bookstore in the Union base- 
ment is to bo completed during the 
summer and will be functioning in 
time for fall registration. 

In summation, Gordon said, "The 
University Centre has been planned 
to alleviate all of the obvious deficien- 
cies of the present Union while talting 
into consideration the needs for the 
future and the limitations of physical 
and financial resources."

A male affirmative learn successfully maintained lliat "Frailly, ihy name is Woman" jn fr nt 
of a biologically prejudiced audience last night at Royal Victoria College. 



The hffirmative team was 
composed of two members of -the 
Debating Union executive: 'Ross- 
Lambert, Chairman, and- Harry- 
Bloomfield, Men's Vice-Presi- 
dent, while ' Devon Emory,' 
B.A. III, and Jane Dreycr, B.A. 
IV, both finalists in the Inter- 
Fraternity Debating Tournament, 
made up the negative team. 

Jill McMurtix the President 
of the Women's Union, and 
George Kubanck, the Vice-Presi- 
dent of the PGSS, were the two 
judges. Judy Lee, Women's Vice- 
President of the Debating 
Union, acted as Chairman of the 
debate, held after the Second 
Year Dinner. 

Bloomfield, the first affirma- 
tive speaker, after declaring how 
thankful he was that the almost- 
all-fcmale audience was frail, 
proceeded to define "frailty" as 
instability - of mind and moral 
weakness and then to equate 
these with woman.
